8 | | ly obſerued that diuers of our Subiects haue repaired into our 
Al  Realme of England from the parts beyond the Seas being 
perſons of meane condition, and of wandꝛing courſe of life, and 
bnknowen to any of credit that might vndertake foꝛ them) who haue refuſed to take the 
Oath ofallegeance, lately by our Parliament deuiſed: Me tan not but conceine that ſuch 
perſons are not bnlike to become bad Inſtruments of pꝛactiſe and perill againſt our 
State. Foz conſidering that we had neuer any intention in the fozme of that Path to 
pꝛeſſe any point of Conſcience foꝛ matter of Religion , but only to make ſome diſcouerie of 
diſloyall affection : the refulall thereof in any perſon muſt both induce a vehement ſuſpiti- 
on in it ſelfe, and much moꝛe in ſuch a one as may be pꝛobably ſuppoſed to haue come from 
ſuch parts, where he may haue tonuerſed with Traitoꝛs and Fugitiues, and is alſo of a 
needie foztune , Which may make him apt foꝛ any dangerous oꝛ deſperate implopment: 
And therefoze Wee haue reſolued, and atcoꝛdingly doe charge and commaund all per⸗ 
ſons authoztzedby Law, to miniſter the ſaid Dath , that taking infoꝛmation from the Of- 
ficers of our Poꝛts, and by all other good wapes and meanes, they faile not to tender the 
ſame Oath at the Pozts to all our Subiects comming from beyond the Seas, (not being 
knowen Merchants oꝛ men of ſome qualitie) and vpon refulall thereof the Law to be ſe⸗ 
uerely executed, which willeth to commit them to Pꝛilon vntill the next Aſſiſes, 02 Gene- 
rall quarter Seſſions, and ſo vpon a ſecond refuſall to be bꝛought within the degree of a 
Prxmunirce. Wherein, becauſe the penaltie is ſo grieuous (of which neuertheleſſe we tan 
not in our Pꝛintely pꝛouidente make any alteration) Me haue thought good to notifie our 
reſolution, and oꝛder giuen therein, which we doubt not, but wil be in ſmall time diſperſed 
ab:oad; to the end that ſuch as now are, oꝛ Heereafter ſhalbe in foꝛraine parts and finde 
in their owne hearts ſuch affections, as tan not ſtand with the ſaid Path, may know their 
peril, and thereby either refraine their comming in, oz expect the execution of our Lawes,
